RUSSIAN MEASURES Nixon Visits 


Ghetto 


A WARNING TO 
HUMANITY 


From a Correspondent 


WARSAW 

Mr. Nixon, the United States Vice- 
President, visited. the site of the 
Warsaw Ghetto, where 70.000 Jews 
died during the war, on the last day 
of his stay in Poland. He laid a 
wreath at the base of the towering 
black memorial—as yet unfinished— 
which ts being built by the Polish 
Government near the bunker where 
the ghetto fighters made their last 
desperate stand. 

After standing in silence before the 
memorial for a few: moments, Mr, 
Nixon, who. was. visibly — moved, 

walked across the road to the ruins 
of a building which had been. used 
as a prison by the Nazis. was 
in prison that the Nazis~ first 
experimented with: the use of cyanide 
gas,- later. to become. standard 
method. of execution. in the death 
chambers of the concentration camps. 

After a moment's . hesitation in 
front.of the ruins, Mr. Nixon climbed 
in through a ground floor window, 
and spent a few minutes: clanibering 
over the rubble::‘When he:re emerged 
he told the huge crowd: that “this 
ruined building, even more than the 
memorial, brings home some lessons 
we forget too quickly.” 

He called on all people to. “unite. 
‘against such prejudices, because here 
we see again. what happens. when 
such passions. which ‘are allowed to 
be nourished are unleashed.”

BONN 

Sepp Dietrich, the former Com- 
mander of Hitler's S.S. bodyguard 
and a General in the Waffen S.S., and 
Kurt Meyer, a former General in the 
Waffen S.S., spoke at a meeting of 
the Waffen S.S. Mutual Aid Society 
at Augsburg. Dietrich was addressed 
at the meeting as Obergruppenfiihrer, 
which was his Nazi title. 

After the war Dietrich was sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment as a war 
criminal, but was released in 1955, 
He received another prison sentence 
in 1957, but was released on proba- 
tion last February because of ill- 
health. Meyer was sentenced to life 
imprisonment after the war for tortur- 
ing Allied prisoners of war in Belsen, 
but was released in 1954.

The Mayor. of Haifa, Mr. Abba 
Hushi, has stated. that. the previous 
riots at Wadi -Salib were’ not spon- 
tune: ous, but had he en organised a 
long time in advance. He. stated that 
the. authorities had “indications” of 
he existence of. an ~-underground 
movement. The police and the Mayor 
emphasise that the Moroccan immi- 
grants should not be identified with 
the hooliganism started by a few indi- 
viduals pursuing: political aims.

ATOM POWER FOR 
ISRAEL 


Scientists’ Prediction 


Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Israeli scientists are certain that 
their country will be one of the first 
in the Middle East to use atomic 
power stations. 


This was one of the points made by 
Dr. Y. Shefer, Scientific Attaché to the 
Israeli Embassy, when he spoke to 
the Scopus Group of the Friends of 
the Hebrew University at the home of 
Dr. and Mrs, T. Landau (Ellerdale 
Road, N.W.) last week, Mr. Victor 
Stone, Chairman of the Group, 
presided. 

Dr. Shefer had mentioned the 
setting up of what would in the future 
be called Israel's “ National Institute 


of Nuclear Studies,” This institute 
would be open to. scientists from 


other institutions and would serve as a 
training ground for the engineers who 
would help to develop commercial 


- atomic power, 


The speaker also referred to the 
work of the Technion, the Hebrew 
University, the Weizmann — Institute, 
and the Arid Zone Research Institute. 
Israeli scientists, he said, had made a 
profound impact on many fields of 
industrial and economic activity. 

Dealing with Israeli irrigation. plans, 
Dr. Shefer said the most ambitious 
one was the Jordan-Negev project. 
This was on the way to. being com- 
pleted in the not-too-distant future, 
and many laboratories were working 
on the problem of what to do when 
the country reached ‘tthe stage where 
it had used all its water resources and 
was left with land which was. usable, 
given more water.

Daniel Farson, the interviewer, 
persisted in pursuing the question 
with an almost missionary zeal, at the 
expense of showing viewers more of

Nevertheless, three points were 
made abundantly clear—the Jews are 
a stubborn people, they are indus- 
trious, and their traditions and reli- 
gious life are strongly rooted. Mr, 
Farson asked a number of frank ques-

“IT do not want it to happen to me 
with my: own son.-. .. think I 
Should never forgive him.” Mr, 
Goldblatt’s son, Michael, also dis- 
approved of intermarriage, ihough he 
would not go to the extreme of 
banishing a member of the family 
for taking such a step. 

Mr. Joseph Goldblatt did not agree, 
as Mr. Farson suggested, that his 
“rigid” attitude might create friction 
between Jews and non-Jews. He added 
that there were coloured workers at 
his factory and that anybody makin 
temarks about a man on account o 
his race or creed would be dismissed. 

The programme began with shots 
of Black Lion Yard, “the Jewish 
jewellery centre,” and Hessel Street 
Market, where one of the shoppers 
for Shabbat, Mrs. Goldstein, was 
interviewed, There was a charming 
portrait of a Yiddishe momma presid- 


ing over the Friday night table and 
blessing the candles. 

Viewers were also taken inside th 
Grand Palais Yiddish: Theatre for a 
brief entertainment, and then. con- 
ducted to the Zekeinim Club, where 
a: number of old people were inter- 
viewed, among them the ebullient Mr, 
Nat Silverman, who had once been a 
wrestler and was fully confident of 
giving a good account of himself even 
today. 3 

Mr. Monty Richardson, Chairman 
of the club, described the changes that 
had taken place, particularly since the 
advent of the Welfare State, in hous- 
ing and working conditions. The old 
people, he said, felt. that Britain was 
their home and did not hanker after 
their native countries, where they had 
been ill-treated.. He also pointed out 
that the East End was now only one 
of a number of centres of Jewish life, 
at one time having been the only 
centre. The war, he added, had 
accelerated the trend of removal from 
the area. 

During a brief visit to Bloom’s res- 
taurant the proprietor, Mr. Sidney 
Bloom, explained to viewers the laws 
of kashrut and the reason why some 
of the diners were wearing 
Yarmulkahs. 


Mr. Farson returned to his ques- 


tioning on intermarriage when he 
interviewed the Editor of THe Jewtsu 
CHRONICLE, “ the oldest Jewish paper 
in the world,” who thought. inter- 
marriage regrettable, first because it 
involved an abandonment of Jewish 
ideals and traditions, and secondly 
because it introduced an . additional 
hazardous element into the marriage 
relationship, He could not agree with 
Mr. Farson that intermarriage would 
ensure greater tolerance ; it would, in 
effect, mean complete loss of identity. 
Jews wished to perpetuate their reli- 
gious heritage not only for their own 
benefit but for that of humanity at 
large.

SEMINAR ON YOUTH 
EDUCATION

MUNICH 

The problem of Jewish communi- 
ties in’ Germany and other Western 
European countries received special 
attention at. a. study seminar on 
“Youth Education Intergroup 
Relations,” which has just taken place 
here under Unesco auspices. 
The seminar was mainly concerned 
with how young people could best be 
trained in intergroup. and inter- 
racial relations. 

Among those present were 
ber of German. teachers, who 
described the methods whereby they 
tried to re-educate German youth and 
establish friendly relations between 
Christians and Jews. | 

rhe Association for Jewish Youth, 
the Council for Christians and Jews, 
and the Israeli Mission in Germany 
were among the organisations repre- 
sented at the seminar. 


The sample was compiled by the 
State Department of Education, which 
also helped to prepare the question- 
naire.

Because the sampling was confined 
to superior students, Mr. Maslow 
pointed: out, the findings do not 
négate earlier studies which indicated 
that middle-ranking Jewish applicants 
for college aré more likely to encoun- 
ter discrimination. than | non-Jewish 
students of the same academic stand- 
ing. 
Results of the latest study, indicat- 
ing no measurable religious dis- 
crimination is encountered in college 
entrance by top-ranking Jewish 
students, were attributed by Mr. 
Maslow to the operation of State Fair 
Education laws prohibiting religious 
discrimination by schools in New 
York and Massachusetts, in which the 
largest number of colleges covered in 
the survey are located. Mr. Maslow 
noted that the A.J.C. led the fight in 
the two States for these laws. The 
A.J.C. official also noted a “ general 
lessening of racial religious 
prejudice in the North during the last 
decade.”

Life in the Israeli Army

Among several persons suggested 
to succeed the late Rabbi Dr. I. 
Herzog as Chief Rabbi of Israel is 
42-year-old Rabbi Colonel Shlomo 
Goren, Chief Rabbi of the Israeli 
Defence Forces. 

No man has done more to effect 
a settlement of the fundamental twin- 
problem. facing the State of how to 
reconcile the established _ religion, 
which is Orthodox Judaism, with the 
requirements of..a modern society, 
without the aid of Shabbos goyim ; 
and how to bring religious influence 
to bear on that large. section of the 
population which voluntarily 
excluded itself from contact with the 
religious. elements. 

And no other man had a better 
chance to carry. out this difficult 
undertaking than the Chief Rabbi. of 
the Israeli Defence Forees.. “ Things 
in the State of Israel” (he will tell 
you) “are arranged in such a way 
‘that there is no contact between the 
religious and the non-religious youth. 


They. go to different schools, belong 


to different movements, and separate 
themselve’. in different settlements. 
There is, therefore, no possibility of 
contact and mutual influence between 
them. The only place where the reli- 
gious .and non-religious, as well. as 
the. anti-religious, youngsters come 
together. is the Army.” 

it is here where, often for the first 
time, the young Israeli, boy or girl, 
comes into direct contact with his 
religiously minded contemporaries and 
also face to face with religious insti- 


tutions and problems during the long ~ 


period of National Service. 

“For the first time in our history,” 
Colonel Goren said, “the laws of our 
religion have become the laws of our 


- Army, and every violation of these 


laws is regarded not only as a trans- 
gression of religious precepts but also 
as a breach of regulations for which 
the punishment cannot be left to 
Olam Haba, but must be meted out 
immediately, The Army run 
according to. the dinim of the 
Shulchan Aruch, and there is not a 
single law within the Army which is 
against our religious code.’ 


Kashrut In The Mess | 


_ Rabbi Goren spoke with great pride 
of his work as the first Chief Rabbi 
of the Israeli Defence Forces (he does 
not like to be called Senior Chap- 
lain). “I want to show the world, 
Jews. and non-Jews alike, that it is 
possible to run a modern Army and 
to defend the country in accordance 
with Jewish law and without the aid 
‘of Shabbos goyim. 

“Since we believe that the Torah 
was. given not only for one time and 
for a specific set of circumstances but 
for the whole Jewish people for 
eternity, we made the laws of Judaism 


binding on non-religious persons as. 


well as on Orthodox. One of my 
basic principles is that what is allowed 
to. the non-observant Jew [fin the 
Army] should also be allowed to the 
observant. and what is. binding. on 
one should be..binding upon the 
other.” 

Thus kosher food is the only kind 
universally provided by the Army 
and within its kitchens and canteens ; 
-it is equally binding on all military 
personnel to preserve the Sabbath and 
festivals within the bounds of military 
camps or establishments; the Friday 
night seuda or the Seder must be 
attended by all members of the Forces 
(who are not on leave or on duty); 
no military vehicle can be used during 
the period it ought not to be used, 
unless. it is essential for security 
reasons. | 

In accordance with that: approach 
—which initially was looked upon by 
some of the old-fashioned rabbis with 
suspicion—the Army did not try to 
employ non-Jews of non-observant 
Jews to carry out essential duties 
during Holy-days, Colonel Goren 
said. The Chief Rabbinate of the 
Army had worked hard on the 
various problems involved, and as a 
result it had produced its own Kitzur 
Shulchan Aruch Zvai (a short mili- 
tary religious code), and two volumes 
of responsa. Their basis was the 
special heter in the religious Jewish 
sources. This allowed security not 
only of the lives of the people but 
also the frontiers and property of the 
State to take precedence over any 
other halachic command or mitzva. 
Thus the religiously minded soldier 
was brought up in the belief that his 


duties for the security of the State 
could not be avoided on certain occa- 
sions or carried out by a kind of 
Jewish Shabbos goy, his non-obser- 
vant comrade in arms, but must be 
performed by himself (or herself) as 
a mitzva of the highest order, 
Rabbi Goren pointed out that with 
Israel being: a free and democratic 
State the Army did not and could not 
prevent soldiers from behaving in 
private, or outside its establishments,

as they liked. Nor was. attendance 


at. regular services in the Army syna- - 


gogues compulsory. But the entire 


military personnel had to participate: 


in the ‘annual drives. for religious 
instruction, which lasted for 40 days 
from. Rosh Chodesh Ellul to Yom 
Kippur, During that time there were 
lectures and ‘seminars on Judaism. 
The Colonel had very definite ideas 
as to what type of a man the new 
Ashkenazi Chief Rabbi Israel 
ought to be. “He should be a man 
able by his own personality to bridge 
the tremendous gulf in Israel between 
the religious and the non-observant 
elements; he should particularly be 


fit to attract to our faith the younger 
. generation; he should be acquainted 


with the life of Israel, her needs, and 
the mentality. of her people; . he 


should be above party politics, so that 
his decisiohs can be reached only by 
the consideration of what is just and_ 


proper and not by dictates from out- 
side. We would not. like to see as 
Chief Rabbi a man who has come to 
Israel song because a very high posi- 
tion has been offered him; for such 
a man would not inspire Jews from 
the Diaspora to settle in Israel as 
ordinary immigrants.” 


Career Against Odds 


Rabbi Goren was born in Poland, 
His family emigrated to Palestine 
when he was five years old and settled 
in a village now called Kfar Chas- 
sidim. It was a hard struggle against 
nature and malaria, and until the age 
of 12 Shlomo Goren had no schooling 
of any kind; he worked as a shep- 
herd. Then the family moved to 
Jerusalem, and young Shlomo joined 
simultaneously a Talmud Torah of 
the Neturei Karta and also Hagana. 
During the 1929 riots the. famous 
yeshiva at Hebron was attacked by 
Arabs and many of the teachers and 
students murdered. The yeshiva was 


then transferred to Rehovot and. 
Goren, although not yet Barmitzvah, 


became one of its students. At the 
age of 16 he obtained semicha from 
Chief Rabbi Kook and a year later 
he published the first of his several 
treatises, on Maimonides. 

Afterwards he entered the Hebrew 
University and gained his M.A. in 
philosophy, mathematics, and classical 


Greek. 


But all the time his scholarly pur- 
suits ran parallel to his activity in the 
service Of the security of the Yishuv. 
He became a member of the Hagana- 
sponsored special constabulary during 
the Arab riots of 1936; was a 
machine-gunner during the siege of 
Jerusalem (although as a rabbi he 
could have been exempt from active 
service). When he was appointed 
Chief Rabbi of the Israeli Defence 
Forces in 1948 he accepted it only 
on the condition that he would com- 
bine that office with his duties as a 
machine-gunner. His career as a

ELECTING A CHIEF 
RARRBI

With so many controversial. issue: 
between Israel’s Coalition’ Govery. 
ment and the religious groups s1\)| 
unresolved, and with the conflict 
between the Minister for Religious 
Affairs and the Chief Rabbinate only 
having abated but not ended. the 
election: of the successor to the Jate 
‘Ashkenazi Chief Rabbi has aroused 
more than usual interest. 

Even if Dr, Isaac Herzog had not 
died, there would have to be. an 
election mext year, since a Chief 
Rabbi—Sephardi or Ashkenazi—is 
chosen under the present regulations 
for a period of five years only. P 

There are already afoot several. 
attempts by contending factions to 
change the regulations and arrance- 
ments governing the election of the 
Chief Rabbi of Israel. Those who 
would like to block the candidature 
of 74-year-old Rabbi Yehuda Unte:- 
man, the present Chief Rabbi of [cl 
Aviv (and formerly Rav of Liver- 
pool), suggest that the upper. age 
limit should be reduced from 75 to 
70. years. Those who would not like 
to. see Colonel Rabbi S. Goren 
elevated from Chief Rabbi of the 
Armed Forces to that of the whole 
of Israel are equally keen to fase 
the lower limit to 50, as he is only 4-. 

There is also a suggestion to 
disqualify any rabbi who has. not 
been living in Israel prior to the 
election, a move which would auto- 
matically exclude Rabbi © Joseph 
Soleveychik, of Boston, and break 
with the tradition established by the last 
two Ashkenazi Chief Rabbis, both of 
whom came to their positions trom 
abroad. It has even been suggested 
that the present set-up of the Chict 


- Rabbinate be altered and that instead 


of two—one Sephardi and = one 
Ashkenazi—there should only be one 
Chief Rabbi for both communities. 
The regulations governing 
election of a Chief Rabbi are based 
on British Mandatory Law. — They 
provide for an Electoral Assembly of 
70, of whom 42 rabbis and the 
rest laymen who must give an uncel- 
taking that they are observant 
Orthodox Jews. The 42 rabbis are 
selected (by a rabbinical commission 
of representatives of both the Chief 
Rabbinate and the Ministry for 
Religious Affairs) from the list of all 
those who are actually occupy)" 
rabbinical positions in the county. 
The 28 laymen are chosen through 
the religious committees existing !1 
the municipalities and local councils. 
Once the Electoral Assembly '5 
formed, every five (or more but ‘vt 
less) of its members may put forwa’ 
a candidate for the position of Chict 
Rabbi, provided that the latter [as 
een in occupation of a rabbinical 
post for at least 10 years. [ne 
election of the successful candidate 
only requires a simple majority.

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MOURNING FOR 
JERUSALEM 


NEXT Wednesday evening at 
sunset the annual season of tradi- 
tional mourning will approach its 
climax wiih the reading in our 
synagogues of the Book of 
Lamentations and the recital of the 
Kinot. If past years are to serve 
as a guide, the atmosphere of 
depression generated by the nature 
of the service and its historical 
associations will be accentuated by 
tows of empty pews testifying to 
the disinterest of congregants 
absorbed in very different pursuits 
at this time of the. year. 


Of all the solemn occasions of 
such ancient origin commemorated 
in our calendar Tisha b’Ab ts 
undoubtedly the most neglected. 
The regular coincidence of the Fast 
with the peak of the holiday season 
is but a partial explanation of this 
apathy. Perhaps the young and 
vital are more readily moved by 
religious occasions calling for joy 
rather than those which demand 
solemnity. and self-denial. But 
this argument, too, is of. limited 
validity, for it is not difficult to 
point to equally awesome and 
demanding events respected and 
observed by all. : 

The source of. indifference lies 
much. deeper. A detached attitude 
towards Tisha b’Ab is often indica- 


tive of detachment from Jewish

nationhood. ‘For. those 
regard the universalist 
of Israel as _realisable 
dently of land, language, and 
national heritage, the © mourn- 
ful recollection of military 
catastrophe and the pillage of Jeru- 
salem thousands of years back is, 
indeed, remote and meaningless. 


Almost a century ago radical repre- 
sentatives of this school sought to — 


write Tisha b’Ab off the calendar 
or at very least to transform it 


beyond recognition. But the annual 


period of abstention dedicated to 
meditation has done much torefresh 
the awareness of those to whom 
national reawakening is inseparably 
interwoven with the Messianic goal. 


It has enabled us to keep in sight 


the national goal despite centuries 
of diasporic wandering. This might 
well be the import of the Talmudic 
admonition “only those who join 
in the mourning for Jerusalem can 
hope to participate in its. restora- 
tion.” Indeed, only those who are 
intensely conscious ‘of the: lack of 
nationhood can strive towards 
obtaining it. | 

But how do we answer those 
who accept this interpretation but 
argue that. the rebirth of the State 
has accomplished this very end and 
that, our aspirations fulfilled, the 
external manifestations of mourn- 
ing should lapse? It was, however, 
fever intended that Tisha b’Ab 
should be exclusively linked with 
political independence and _ terri- 
torial settlement. Indeed, the 
observance described — in 
the Talmud as an occasion for 
recalling Jewish suffering through- 
out the centuries, and this aspect 
is reflected in the liturgy for 
the Fast, which recalls many chap- 
ters in the long chronicle of exilic 
martyrdom. Until such time as all 
Our brethren. live in freedom and 
in dignity we express our solidarity 
with them on Tisha b’Ab. Until 
the Messianic dawn is more clearly 
visible in Israel, its physical exis- 
tence no longer in jeopardy and its 
spiritual destiny no Jonger in ques- 
tion, the commemoration of Tisha 
b’Ab is not outdated. 


A HEAVY TASK — 


THE lamented death of Dr. Herzog 
necessitates the filling of the office 
of Chief Rabbi of Israel at a time 
when the country is beset with a 
Surfeit of political, social, and 
economic problems. To expect 
that considerations of politics be 
eliminated entirely from the 
selection of the new Chief 
Rabbi would be unrealistic, 
but the potentialities of the 
Office as well as the pressing 
needs of the Israeli scene lead one 
to hope that an earnest effort will 
be made to keep them in an 
entirely subordinate réle. For, as 
Rabbi Goren suggests, in the inter-

view published this week, an out- 
standing task awaiting the new 
Chief Rabbi is. to bridge the 
tremendous gulf which exists in 
Israel between the religious and the 
non-religious. The gulf between 
the approach to life of these two 
elements. in Israel is matched by 
the equally wide gulf between pre- 
cept and practice in Jewish life 
outside Israel. These issues are 
quite unrelated to politics and the 
electors should be strong enough 
to ignore political considerations in 
appraising the candidates. 


They. will undoubtedly approach 
their heavy task with due regafd 
to the prestige and authority as afi 
interpreter of Jewish traditio#al 
law which the Israeli Chief Rab- 
binate has acquired throughout the 
Diaspora. Without having hac 
any formal authority conferred 
upon it, jt is regularly consulted 
from abroad as to the din, as Our 
own Chief Rabbi has indicated 
more than once. 
exclusively Israeli, and to change 
the law. under which they are 


chosen so as to give a voice to the . 


wider. constituency might be difficult 


accomplish jn a short space of 


time. Wherever the ultimate choice 
lies, it should be easier to. resist 


any attempt to change the law so- 
as not to exclude candidates from 


the Diaspora. It is conceivable that 
on this occasion or some time in 
the future, the Diaspora might pro- 
vide the best available candidate, as 
it has done in the past. In any 


event, the restriction of the field 
to Israeli candidates would impose. 


on the office.a purely local charac- 
ter which would be a disservice to 
Jewry at large. without advancing 
anv Israeli jnterest. | 


Rarely before in Jewish history 
has there been so desperate a need 
for spintual leadership. Through- 
out the Diaspora. there are the 
incessant pressures of assimilation. 
In Israel Jews can maintain their 


corporate identity without recourse . 


fo religious affiliation. A Chief 
Rabbi of Israel aware of these 
problems, and equipped. to cope 
with them, could spark off a new 
‘triumphant era. dynamic 


“BIG TWO” MEETING . 


THE. announcement that President 
Eisenhower. and. Mr. Khruschev 
are to meet has received: virtually 
unanimous approval; for any 
meeting which promises to reduce 
world tensions is to be welcomed. 
Though President Eisenhower has 


_ disclaimed any intention of enter- 


ing into undertakings on behalf 
of the West, no. one doubts 
that the discussions will be 
designed, among other things, to 
pave the way to such agreements, 
and the President’s prior discus- 
sions with the heads of the West 
European Governments must. be 
seen in this light. The agenda of 
these discussions will inevitably 
include many matters which touch 
on Jewish interests, in Europe and 
the Middle East alike. It is incum- 
bent on us, therefore, to see that 
Jewry’s case does not go by default, 
whether the matter be a Middle 


Eastern détente—where a tempta- . 


tion to sacrifice Israel’s interests 
could be strong—restitution, or 
human rights in Eastern Europe: It 
is not only at the conference table 
that these matters will be raised. 
In the course of visits to the West 
and in interviews, Soviet leaders and 
Middle Eastern potentates aliké 
have shown sensitivity to searching 
questions about Jewish rights or 
relations with the State of Israel. 
Indeed, whatever progress has been 
made in these fields can be credited 
to Western Jewry’s vigilance, which, 
particularly in .these momentous 


days, should be assiduously main- 
tained. 


KOSHER MEAT

JEWISH HOSPITAL AT A 
DISADVANTAGE 


Sm,—Your commentator  Ben- 
Azai (in your July 3 issue) reports 
the Chairman of the London Jewish 
Hospital as being in & reproachful 
mood because of the lack of support 
from Jewish patients and_ their 
doctors, and gives two yery pertinent 
reasons for this—the gréat migration 
of Jews away from Stépnéy 4nd the 
failure of the byildjigs fo comé up 
to the best o preseat-day standards. 

He might alsé havé Mentioned the 
very bad impression féceivéd Of entering 
through the Out-Patients’ Porter’s Lodge, 
unsatisfactory lift arrangéments, the 

érpetual shortage of hurses, afid the 
existence in the imfmediaté ficinity of 
one of the largest teaching hospitals in 
the country with all thé special facilities 
4 hospital can provide. But 
he most impdrtant of all is not 
generally appreciated, viz., that the par- 
ticular section Of the community for 
which the hospital was specifically 
founded, has, except for a few remnants, 
disappeared, 

he widespread belief that the London 
Jewish Hospital was founded with the 


object of providing Orthodox Jews with 


kosher food is incorrect. Before World 
War I, when the idea of this hospital 
was first conceived, there were already 
three hospitals in London which pro 
vided kosher food, and Anglo-Jews, 
Orthodox and non-Orthodox, opposed the 


creation of the hospital almost to. a man, — 


The hospital came into existence because 
there were in London at that time many 
thousands of recent immigrants from 


Eastern Europe who neither spoke nor 
read English and who—to put it charit- 
ably—were anything but welcome at the 
existing hospitals in their locality. Since 
then the attitude of the non-Jewish 
hospitals has greatly changed. 

With so many. potent factors operating 
to its disadvantage, it is a matter for 
amazement that the hospital, so far from 
closing years ago, continues to exist and 
flourish, and attract patients from even 
Outer London. The insignificant drop in 
the number of admissions during the 
pores 1954 to 1958, etc. (94) could well 

explained by the great change in the 
population of (A fall in total 
population from 225,238 in 1931 to 
96,360 in June, 1958.) Mr. Eric Wolf 
might have found cause for considerable 
ride in this, but he can be forgiven for 
eing less happy about the more signifi- 
cant fall in the of Jewish 
patients using the hospital. As his 
speech, reported in your columns, clearly 
hints, the Ministry of Health is unlikel 
tO continue its support of any small 
hospital, however excellent the services 
provided, unless a: particular section of 
the community manifests a need for it. 

Ben-Azai suggests that the hospital 
should be moved to a district where the 
Jewish community now. lives and men- 
tions the very formidable expenditure 
that this might entail. Such a venture 
could not be contemplated unless the 
Jews of London make it abundantly 
clear that they want a Jewish hospital 
in the capital of Great Britain.

then perhaps our Jewish youth will 
be made to appreciate the real values

STOPPING DRIFT 
FROM JUDAISM 


Sir,—How does Mr. Shaw know 
{as reported in a recent issue) that 
“two-thirds of Anglo-Jewish-youth 
aged between 13 and 21 years—have 
no proper links with Judaism and are 
whirling around all the time without 
purpose and direction?” For bette; 
or worse, no statistics exist to sub- 
stantiate Mr. Shaw's statement which 
must, therefore, be treated as 4 
sweeping generalisation. 

What can be said is that ‘there fas 
been in recent years a drift from s\y.- 
gogues and youth centres as is evidenced 

y the pronouncements made and state. 
ments issued by responsible © youth 
leaders from time to time. Phis,. in 
itself, is mo tragedy providing it is 
looked upon as a phenomenon sympto- 
matic of the times and conditions jn 
Which we live, 

Proper links with Judaism must be 
fostered at home, and so far. as pos- 
sible also by our religious and spiritual 
leaders, 

I must also take issue with Mr. Shaw 
who states that “belonging to youth 


groups in the community . . . did not 
mean that they were committed to the 
Jewish community.” My experience 


over 30 years has been and continues to 
be different. Any youngster who spent 
any appreciable time ina Jewish youth 
club where a balanced programme ot 
activities is being carried out will fo; 
ever be aware: of his or her Jtwishness 
whether expressed in religious 
secular form. Alas, youth clubs. receive 
very little support and. encouragement 
from Anglo-Jewish institutions. whos 
leaders. are more ‘concerned’ with tye 
observance and upholding of ‘certain 
principles which may well have been ai!- 
important when they were teenagers but 


~ which have lost much of their value and 


significance 20 or 30. years later, 
No longer can organised. youth be 

cocrced into do’s and don'ts... the 

implications. of which they either do no! 


. understand or are unwilling. to: accept 


In youth work it is far. more important 
to create an atmosphere which produces 
a. voluntary eflort and which fosters 
sense of ‘collective responsibility 
team spirit. 

It has been my. experience im recent 
years that Jewish youth, whether in this 
country or elsewhere, is most éager to 
become integrated in the communis 
providing they are not treated as a 
nuisance and a liability. 

A sense of belonging of our youth io 
the Jewish community and. their. loyalty: 


Judaism. are matters. which canno{ be 


produced by casual artificia! 
methods, ket alone by . continuous. 
reprimand and = grumbling which .¢ven 
grown-ups resent. Hf we really’ wani to- 
stop the drift of Jewish youth from the 
tanks of the community a far. more 
elaborate programme of education will 


have to be embarked upon.

ABBI GOLDMAN, the minis- 
R« of the Meibourne Hebrew 
Congregation, already the 
historian of the Jews of Victoria, 
was the first recipient- of the Waley 
Cohen Scholarship founded by the 


Jewish Memorial Council © in 
memory of Sir Robert -Waley 
Cohen. This award is designed to 


give a Jewish minister in the Com- 
monwealth the means and 
opportunity for travel and research 
‘n connection with a work of 
Jewish scholarship ; and his book* 
is a very encouraging first fruit. 
The New Zealand Jews are very 
interesting to students of Anglo- 
Jewish history. Jews, like trade, 
have followed the Union Jack all 


over the world; but the commu- 


nities in the Antipodes have main- 
tained their British connections and 
British flavour more than those of 
Canada. and South Africa, and, 
of course, vastly more than. those of 
the United States, because the bulk 
of the Jews of the Antipodes went 
there via the Mother Country. And 


today, while the Australian com- 


munities are being transformed by 
the influx of Jewish new Austra- 
lians. and are rapidly expand- 


jing and ‘developing a specifically 


Australian character, it is in New 
Zealand alone that the English 
Colonial. Jewish community still 
flourishes. 


The first thing one learns from — 


this book is that the author deliber- 
ately called it the History of the 


Jews “in” and not “of”. New 


Zealand. All through their history, 
which goes back to the earliest 


days of the white settlement. in 


the Dominion, the Jews have lived 


in isolated and dispersed individual - 


settlements, each looking to 
Australia and the Mother Country 
rather than to each other for help 
and guidance on ritual matters and 
other problems. 


Jewish Chief Justice 


It is a very remarkable. story. 
Not the least remarkable thing 
about it js that from 1848 onwards 
the ratio of Jews to the total white 
population has remained. constant 
at 0.25 per cent. One would expect 
that such a small proportion would 
either assimilate or grow, and this 
has done neither. Again, the places 
where Jews settled ‘first. are those 
where they now remain. 
~ New Zealand produced the first 
Commonwealth Jewish Prime 
“finister, Sir Julius Vogel (Disraeli

baptised as a child and brought 
up as a Christian). It has also had 
a Jewish Chief Justice, Sir Michael 
Myers, who sat in the Privy Coun- 
cil and was President of the 


Sir Julius Vogel (1835-1899), 
who was twice Premier of New 
Zealand 


Wellington Jewish community. His 
career 1S typical of this well-inte- 
grated. but very consciously, 


. Jewish community. 


The history begins with the 
adventurous pioneers who went to 
the North Island to trade before 
the white settlers and who returned 
to the Mother Country as they grew 
older. Typical of these are two 
Sephardim, Joseph Barrow Monte- 
fiore, who had a place also in 
Anglo-Jewish history, as he played 
some little. part in the early history 
of the West London Synagogue, 
and John Israel Montefiore, who 
founded the first savings bank in 


- Auckland. Among the Ashkenazim 


was Abraham Hort, senior, who 
followed his sons to New Zealand 
taking with him chazan, 
shochet, and a supply of matzot. 
He founded the. Wellington Con- 
gregation and, in. spite of his 
chazan, officiated as its first minis- 
ter. He, too, returned to England 
to die; perhaps his heart was 
broken when his children married 
out of the faith. 


But the most interesting of the 


pioneers and the most encourag- | 


ing from a Jewish point of view 


undoubtedly David Nathan, 


who went as a young man of 24 


to Korareka in the Bay of Islands 


(this book badly needs a map) and 
took part in the first land sale at 
Auckland. His descendants. still 
carry on his firm there and are 
prominent in both communal and. 
civic affairs. But before he left 
Korareka he “took part in the first 


Jewish service held in New 
Zealand.” It was his own wedding 
on October 31, 1841, which may 
justly be called the beginning of. 
organised Jewish life in New 
Zealand. His bride was Rosetta 
Aarons, the young widow of. a sea 
captain from Chelsea who had 
died on the way out—how. adven- 
turous these early Victorian: Eng- 
lish Jews were !—and the Ketuba 
had come from the nearest Jewish 
community, in Hobart, Tasmania. 
Two Jewish witnesses, Israel Joseph 
and George Russell, were avail- 
able. Joseph officiated and read 
the Ketuba. He also filled in the 
blanks in the form, in a not very 
scholarly way. one gathers: but 
how many Jewish laymen of today 
would be capable of reading a 
Ketuba, let alone of writing it? 
Then three prominent Christians 
and Russell certified on the back 
of the Ketuba that the wedding 
had taken place in accordance with 
Jewish custom. And there was a 
grand reception attended by 200 
British officers, as the Fleet was in 
the Bay. Clearly the first New 
Zealand simcha. 


Orthodox Pioneer 


This far-off scene, this Binyan 
Habayit in the Antipodes, produc- 
tive as it has been, fills one with 
pride at the manifestations of the 
Jewish spirit.. Of Nathan, alone 
of the pioneers, it is reported that 
he ate no meat in New Zealand 
until a shochet came, though he 
sold ham and bacon to Gentiles. 

“Within year, on July 12, 1842, 
the Governor gave David Nathan 
and John Israel Montefiore land 
for a burial ground, and unfortu- 
nately Nathan also made history 
here, for the first burial. was that 


of his six-months-old daughter. on. 


August 24, 1847. But before that 
his daughter, Sarah, had achieved 
the distinction of being the first 


Jewish birth in New Zealand, on 


January 10, 1843. Today one of 
David Nathan’s  great-grandsons 
has settled in Israel and two others 
are maintaining the family tradition 
in Auckland. This is a story of 
which to be proud. 

Religious life in New. Zealand is 
noted ‘for the long reign of two 
great ministers, each undisputed 


master in. his congregation 
each a great force for good in the. 


larger community as well as among 
the Jews. Auckland was. served 
by the Rev. S. A. Goldstein for 
over fifty years,. Wellington by 
the Rev. Herman Van Staveren 
for even longer. Both were under- 
paid; Goldstein voluntarily reduced 
his stipend from £400 to £350 in 


the depression of 1893 and it was 
not restored for many years. In 


order to educate his two sons he 


agreed to sweep the floor and keep 
the synagogue clean. Van Staveren 
was paid £6 a week when he went 
to Wellington, and had to act as 
collector for it. Fifty years later 
he was receiving the same amount 
and he would never accept presents 
of money from his congregation. 
And with all this he had his Board 
of Management under his thumb 
and carried out his duties exactly 
as he considered right. 

In other smaller congregations 
the lot of the chazan was very 
often not easy. In Dunedin, which 
boasts that it is the most southerly 
Jewish congregation in the world, 
the congregation at one time took 
the law into its own hands. The 
entire service on Saturday morning 
began with the reading of the Law 
except that the Shema and the Ten 
Commandments immediately pre- 
ceded it. Members were forbidden 
to “read or. sing aloud with the 
minister.” The triennial cycle for 
the Law was introduced; but an 
attempt to shorten the ‘Haftarot 
by spreading each. of them also 
over three weeks failed. When the 
Chief Rabbi, whose jurisdiction all 
New Zealand congregations accept, 
forbade these alterations, Dunedin 
complied ; but there is now a well- 
established local minhag that in. no 


circumstances may Saturday morn-. 


ing services last more than. one 
hour. And there is a nice story, 
also from -Dunedin, which regu- 
larly elected its Honorary Officers 
undpposed by the formula “same 
as last year” until one day some- 
one with more curiosity than dis- 
cretion asked for their. names and 
it was discovered that they were all 


Vigorous Community 
The overriding impression given 
by. the book Is of a very vigorous 


community, perhaps .over empha- 
sising some of the pecullarities of 


the Anglo-Jewish: community, but 


very conscious. of its. dual 
heritage and responsibilities. It has 


. developed » fine crop of eccentrics 


in the Anglo-Jewish style. « There 
was Mr. E. R. Davis, the only Jew 
in the Legislative Council (Upper 
House) when it was abolished in 
1951, who won prizes at agricul- 
tural shows with an imported boar 
called “Chief Rabbi”; and another 
Jew -in the bacon industry, Aaron 
Vecht, who carried his own kosher 
butter with him wherever he went 
and whose name appears on the 
first. page of the first. J.N.F; 
Golden Book. 

Enough has been written to show 
that Rabbi Goldman has a sense of 
history and a flair for ‘picturesque 
detail. No. student. of Common-

As far as Zionist adult education 
in New York is concerngd, the 
Theodor Herzl Institute, to quote its 
official programme, is committed to 
“a review of contemporary problems 
of the Jewish scene here and abroad, 
to the study of modern Israel, and 
to Jewish social research, with par- 
ticular consideration to the history 
and impact of Zionism. The spirit 
of free inquiry is the guiding spirit 
for all activities. The Institute is 
bound by no commitment to any 
particular Zionist ideological orienta- 
tion within the Zionist movement.” 

The Institute’s printed programmes 
are sent out to some 7,000 people 
in New York who have expressed a 
desire to receive them. regularly. 
Some 25,000 people actually attended 
lectures, Hebrew lessons, and special 
events during the seven months ended 
May 31, 1959. It ts an interesting 
fact that many of these are not mem- 
bers of any Zionist organisation or 
group; they are just members of 
the Jewish people in New York, eager 
to learn about the Jewish people, both 
in the past and today. 

The Institute is open all day long, 
except on Friday evenings and Satur- 
days. There are lectures given in 
the morning sessions, early evening 
sessions (6.45 p.m.), and regular even- 
ing sessions (8.30 p.m.). No fee is 
charged for any lecture; fees are 
charged only for Hebrew lessons. 

Most lecturers give their services 


free of charge. In addition te these |

lectures and debates, special meet- 
ings were held in connection with out- 
standing Jewish events. Each Rosh 
Chodesh a dramatic presentation was 
arranged, Three-month Hebrew 
courses were offered for beginners, 
as well as a refresher course, an 
intensive Ulpan for three months for 
intermediate students on conversa- 
tional Hebrew, and a Hebrew play- 
reading circle for advanced students. 
The Hebrew courses are arranged in 
co-operation with the Histadrut Ivrit 
of New York and were attended by 
some 140 students. 

For all these purposes, — the 
Theodor Herzl Institute has, in 
addition to its offices, three lecture 
halls with a total seating capacity 
of 200.

The popularity of all this activity 
in New York has naturally led to 
inquiries being made from other big 
Jewish centres, such as Chicago, 
Boston, and Detroit... But the Jewish 
Agency funds needed for the estab- 
lishment of similar igstitutes in these 
cities are unfortunately not yet avail- 
able, although an, Extension Service 
has been set up to. provide lectures 
for Jewish organieaiions m and

Later he served as 
the Assistant Executive Director of the 
United Synagogue of America. the 
national organisation of all Conserva- 
tive congregations. in the United 
States and Canada. The Research 
Department and the Herzl Press are 
run by my friend (and~ former 
colleague at Dropsie College, 
Philadelphia) Dr. Raphael! Patal, a 
sociologist and writer, formerly at the 
Hebrew University in Jerusalem. The 
research in progress includes the 
collection of material for “ A History 
of Zionism in America, 1945-58” and 
for the annual volume of the Herzl 
Year Book (first published in 1958). 
Advice is also given to students on 
their doctoral theses.

With the Russians 
Mr. Rubin joined the Soviet expedi- 


tion. at Cape. Town,- South. Africa, in 
November, 1957, and was returned to 


~ Cape Town by the Russians last Feb- 


ruary. He travelled to Mirny on the 
Russian diesel electric ship OB, which 
was specially equipped for. scientific 
observations. With. great delight and 
a twinkle in his eye, Mr, Rubin 
recalled, in an interview at his 
Washington home, the. first. evening 
aboard the OB. .The ship was still 
in Cape Town harbour. Mr. Rubin 
felt somewhat depressed, in- strange 


surroundings, at the beginning of a- 


long and arduous. voyage. . Suddenly 


he heard someone speaking Yiddish. . 


Not too far away on deck two. men, 


one obviously of the Russian crew, 


were conversing in Yiddish. Later 
it turned out that the other man. was 
a Cape Town Jew, named: Shapiro, 
who had come aboard to sell. food, 
wine, cigarettes, etc., to the crew, 

At Mirny there were about -145 
Russians, among them several Jews 
with whom he spent a great deal of 
time. Mr. Rubin suspected several 
others of being Jewish, but he was 
unable to verify it and would not 
pose the question to them directly. 
The Russian Jews were interested in 
his Jewish. background and. often 
asked many questions about the Jews 
of America. Mr. Rubin had a Jewish 


calendar with him, which proved to 


be a source of great interest to his 
Russian coreligionists who had never 
seen a 
They often consulted it to-find out 
the dates of Jewish Holy-days during 
those 15 months. 

Although he spent many months in 
these desolate wastes, Mr. Rubin 
said that he never felt isolaied.from 
civilisation. They had radio contact 
with nearly all parts of the world, 
and on several occasions he recalled 
picking up English language broad- 
casts from Israel. His Russian col- 


leagues would listen in on. such 
occasions. Often they would talk to 
him. in intimate tones at such 


moments about Jews and about Israel. 
One Russian recalled having been in 
Naples, on a Russian ship which 
anchored next to an Israeli vessel. 
One of the Israeli sailors had known 
Russian and. the two had had a 
lengthy conversation about Israel. 
Mr. Rubin has now been appointed 
head of a newly created Polar 
Meteorological Research Unit in the 
Weather Bureau in Washington. In 


this capacity he will. co-ordinate all. 


research activities relating to the 
circulation of the atmosphere, result- 
ing from the collection of new data 
from the Antarctic during the Inter» 
national Geophysical Year. With this 


material he hopes to lay the ground 


work for determining, trends in 
climatic” changes and _ forecasting 
weather over long periods of time.

COMMUNITY BIDS FAREWELL

Manchester Jewry bade farewell to 
its first Communal Rabbi, Rabb: Dr. 
Alexande: Altmann — and Mrs. 
Altmann, at a reception at the 
Higher Broughton Assembly Rooms, 
which was attended by mere than 
250 communal leaders and friends. 
Dr. Altmann is leaving this month to 
occupy the Chair of Jewish Philo- 
sophy at Brandeis University, U.S.A. 


When the Chairman, Councillor 
Samuel Davies, called on Dr. 
Altmann it was with emotion that 


Dr. Altmann took leave of his flock 
which he had served for nearly 21 
years. 

Speaking of the establishment of a

A PLEA TO DEPART. 


Eryss te Evesk: known in’ ‘the 
thirteenth century as the “ High Priest 
of the Jews,” was a leading mem- 


ber of the Jewry of his dav. He was . 


a member of the 1240 Parliament of 
the Jews; and had been one of those 
forced to pay a large sum to the king. 
When in 1253 Henry H's collector of 
taxes tried again to extract large sums 
of money from the Jews of Norman 
England. it was indeed like trying to 
squeeze blood from a stone. 

The leaders of London Jewry took 
counsel together. Elyas le Evesk was 
chosen to appear on behalf of ‘the 
Jews of England before the king’s 
representative and be their spokes- 
man. He declared it was the purpose 
of. the king to destroy the Jews. 
Matthew Paris, the English historian, 
gives a graphic account of Elyas’s 
speech. We intreat,” he eried with 
passion, “ for God's sake that he give 
us licence and safe conduct to depart 
out of his kingdom,” that they might 
find a haven under a more merciful 
king. They would leave behind them 
their houses and possessions and 
depart “never to return again.” The 
king sought to extract from the Jews

Swedish singer Kerstin Meyer, 
who will. be making her first appear- 
ance at: the.

On Wedensday evening, jn an all- 
British concert, Elgar’s Violincello 
Concerto will be played by Andre 
Navarra with the B.B.C. Symphony 
Orchestra. Written at the age of 62 
in 1919, and under the direct impres- 
sion of the world war which had just 
ended, it expresses all the. melancholy 
of a life drawing néar to its close, 
yet all the serenity of a life confident 
in its immortality. But-it is also a 
threnody for the death of an. age 
even more certainly than Elgar’s 
Second Symphony. expresses the 
glory of that age. and, who knows, 
perhaps it has a message for our 
own time. | 

We are promised a “ new musical 
experience ” in the Third Programme 
on Tuesday evening, when “ Gruppen 
fur drei Orchester,” by the German 
composer. Karlheinz Stockhausen 
will be broadcast. 

Apart from his extensive use of 
percussion (nine ‘instruments 
altogether) the composer has resorted 
to various — tricks, including — the 
division of his orchestra into three 
Separate ensembles, which at. times 
even play at different tempi. As the 
control of three distinct tempi would 
beyond any one conductor’s 
possibilities, each ensemble has its 
own conductor. 

How the larger synchronisation is 
achieved, how they all manage to 
together, is anyone’s guess. 
But as this performance was recorded 
by Cologne Radio under the com- 
poser’s direction it should at least be 
authoritative. I would dearly like to 
see those three conductors battling 
away manfully on the one platform !

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HOMAGE TO 
ROSENBERG 


By DANNIE ABSE 
Isaac Rosenberg. University of 
Leeds and Partridge Press. 7s. 6d. 


Several important poets died in the 
First World War, among them Edward 
Thomas, Wilfred Owen, and Rupert 


Brooke. Every schoolgirl knows 
about Rupert Brooke. _floridly 
poetic language and his heroic 


immaturity appeal, at once, to an 
unsophisticated sensibility. Edward 
Thomas, one. of. the. truly enduring 
talents of our century, is a lovable 
poet, whose sad, ineffable invocations 
must gain a response from all but the 
most insensate. Owen’s stark, direct 
protests against war have shocked 
readers, however unaccustomed they 
may be to reading poetry. His talent 


-is obvious and indisputable, 


No wonder these three poets are 
well Known and have been written 
on, and about. innumerable times. 
But there is. a fourth poet, Isaac 
Rosenberg. who has hardly gained 
critical attention, though a selection 
of his poems is always to be found 
in. serious anthologies of twentieth- 
century. verse, 

There. are reasons. for this, of 
course.. First, his poetry tends to be 
more obscure than that of. his con- 
temporaries. probably because the 
connection between idea and idea. or 
image and image, within one poem is 
lore: unexpected, more violent, less 
logical, though not. necessarily more 
arbitrary. Second, he. is concerned 
often with metaphysical abstractions 
and, despite. Donne, Herbert, et. al., 
he appears atien, on the surface any- 
way, to the central. tradition’. of 
Engiish’ poetry.

Because of this. general neglect: the 
Rosenberg. Exhibition, which 
has recently: been held at.

world Jewry as a whole, is the fact, 
regretted by some, that, like Polish 
Jews, the representatives of the British 
Board of Deputies, of the Alliance 
Israélite Universelle, and the B'nai 
B'rith are here only as “ observers.” 
Mr. Barnett Janner, in the name of 
British Jews. and Mr. Eugene Weill, 
in the name of the Alliance, who 
brought good wishes. to the Assembly, 
made it clear that they attend the 
Conference as observers only. 
Serious, impressive, and ably

regret and apprehension at the situa- 
tion of Soviet . Jews, -which he 
described as “tragic.” “Fhe Jewish 
minority, im contrast to all other 
minorities in the U.S.S.R., was the 
only one, he said, denied the right 
to. cultural. self-expression. He 
appealed to the leaders of the Soviet 
Union to show. greater understanding 
for the needs and longings of Russian 
Jewry. for the greatness of Jewish 
history, and respect for the heroism 
and stubbornness. of Jewish 
people in surviving as a people. He 
called for fresh efforts: on behalf of 
Russian Jewry. and said that their 
brethren-in the free world. would not 
give up pleading on their behalt. 


BITTER AMERICAN 
CRITICISM 


Russian Diserimination . 


This was too mild. protest. for 
the majority of the delegates, none 
of whom mounted the rostrum with- 
out raising his voice, some with 
vehemence and bitterness, sorrow and 
indignation at the fate of the nearly 
three million Jews in Russia. Particu- 
larly outspoken were the leading 
members in the 65-strong delegation 
from the United States. Mr. Shad 
Polier, of New York, described. the 
form of discrimination against Jews 
in Russia as being “without parallel 
in history.” What takes place in Russia 
today, he said, was not mere anti- 
semitism but: much more disturbing 
and frightening. . This anti- 
Jewishness—a dangerous and insidious 
campaign to carve out a part of the 
Jewish people from the Jewish people. 

Even more blunt and outspoken 
was Dr. Joachim Prinz, the President 
of the American Jewish Congress and 
leader of the delegation. The disabili- 
ties imposed on Jewish religious 
life, as well as the cultural life of the 
Jew in Russia, are severe and Sstrin- 
gent, he declared. 
number of restrictive © measures 
imposed on Jewish cultural activities 
in the Soviet Union, and referred to 
the fact that there is no communal 
life of any kind. This is further 
aggravated by the recent closing of 
synagogues in provincial cities in 
Russia and the Ukraine. He called 
this policy an outright violation of 
the constitutional and minority rights 
of the Jews in Russia, and he 
described the Jews in Russia as“ the 
Marranos of the twentieth century.” 


Khruschev’s Visit 


The American delegation, I learn, 
have prepared a resolution urging the 


_ conference to take all possible steps, 
diplomatic and otherwise, to bring the 


position of Russian Jewry before the 
notice of the civilised world. The 
news that Mr. Khruschev is to meet

On the occasion of. the visit to 
Moscow of two American rabbis, 
Rabbi Hertz, of Detroit, and Rabbi 
Scheink, of New York, the Soviet 
news agency Tass has issued a State-

At a closed meeting with several 
Israeli bankers, Mr. Eshkol pointed 
out that there had been no increase 
in the cost-of-living allowance for 
almost a year.
